The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

As per independent claim 1: 

Pashupathy teaches a method of continually updating dynamic 
data on a web-page of a user on a real time basis and without 
requiring refreshment of the web-page comprising the steps of: 



(a) accepting a data request from the user and supplying the data 
request to step (b) [e.g., see "step 230" when user visits web site 
and associated discussion col. 4, line 46; see "These updates can 
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happen automatically or with user intervention" and associated 
discussion col. 4, line 15]; 



(b) accepting updates from step (a) and distributing to a client 
application [e.g., see "the user will be automatically pushed 
content from the site that is more relevant to their interests, 
needs, and usage" and associated discussion col. 2, beginning 
line 27]; and 

(c) sending login requests [col. 4, line 4] and data requests to 
step (b), receiving continuous updated data from step (b), and 
continually displaying the updated data on the web page [e.g., 
see "the user will be automatically pushed content from the site 
that is more relevant to their interests, needs, and usage" and 
associated discussion col. 2, beginning line 27]. 
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As per claim 2: 

Pashupathy teaches the dynamic data is updated without 
requiring the installment of additional software on a user's target 
computer [see disclosure of "Push Technologies" that deliver 
advertisements to users, col. 1, line 50].
